TRAVEL AGENCY DENIES RAP

IT’S BIASED ON CLIENTELE 


NEW YORK (JP)—-A spokesman for Marsh Tours has vigor- 
ously denied charges filed against his organization by the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee with the New York state commission against 


discrimination. 


The complaint charged that Marsh Tours insisted on dis- 


closure of a tour applicant’s 
race, creed, color, national ori- 
gin, place of birth, and parents’ 
names as a condition for quali- 
fication for tour membership. 
It is the first to be brought 
against a travel agency special- 
izing in organized European 
package tours since the passage 
of the New York state anti-dis- 
crimination law in 1945. 


MAX CHOPNICK, business 
representative and atorney for 
Marsh Tours, in an exclusive 
statement to The Post, said: 

“We have not been advised 
of any charges, but if they are 
as reported to us by your news- 
paper they are completely with- 
out foundation. My client has 
received no letter, had no calls 
from any representative of the 
American Jewish Comamittee, 
and no one from that organiza- 
tion has ever brought up any 
such charges with him. 

“Marsh Tours has never dis- 
criminated against Jewish ap- 
Plicants and does not use reli- 
gion or national ancestry as a 
yardstick. Its sole concern is to 
compose their tours of nice folk 


- of any denomination who will 


make a happy and homogenous 
tour group. 

“Many of its most valued cli- 
ents are of the Jewish faith and 
whatever this complaint is, it 
probably stems from a jealous 
competitor.” 

Chopnick, who is Jewish, has 
been married to one of the own- 
ers of Marsh Tours for more 
than 20 years. 

Colonel John Fox, head of 
the state. commission against 
discrimination, told The Post 


that he had returned the com- 





plaint to the AJC because it 
had not been sworn to by a no- 
tary public, He also said that 
he had heard unofficially that 
a letter would be sent to him 
withdrawing the complaint. 


EDWARD LUCAS, attorney 
‘for the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, told The Post that the 
complaint had not been with- 
drawn, He said that it had been 
returned to the state commis- 
sion properly notarized. Lucas 
also said that the AJC would 
not withdraw the complaint 
until it could discuss the mat- 
ter with Marsh Tours and that 
he hoped to arrange such a 
meeting soon. 

At the offices of Marsh Tours, 
The Post found that the appli- 
cation blank contained the ques- 
tions to which the AJC ob- 
jected. A representative of the 
agency . said that they were 
there to enable the agency to 
arrange tours with people of 
similar backgrounds and _ inter- 
ests. 

“Often times,” said the rep- 
resentative, “we will have a re- 
quest by a Catholic or Jewish 
mother to have their child room 
with someone of the same faith. 
When we have this informa- 
tion, we can satisfy -the par- 
ents.” 

Chopnick told The Post that 
another .reason such questions 
were asked was in case of sick- 
ness, so that the proper reli- 
gious authorities could be called 
and the parents notified. He 
said that Marsh Tours has nev- 
er devoted a tour exclusively 
to members of a single denom- 
ination,

JERUSALEM (JP)—The outbreak of fighting on the Israele 
Egyptian frontier near Gaza has temporarily thrust into the back- 
ground the Dulles proposals for a renegotiation of the Near East 
Situation, but Israel and the Arab states are reportedly seriously 
studying the United States secretary of state’s words. 





U.S. Won’t Deport 
Philadelphia Tot, 
Legislator Told 


PHILADELPHIA — The gov- 
ernment has assured Congress- 
man Earl Chudoff (D.-Pa.) that 
no pressure will be brought to 
deport Lesley Sharon Jacobs, 
2-year-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Sanford Jacobs, who has 
been ruled an alien under the 
provisions of the McCarran-Wal- 
ter act. 

Lesley Sharon, born in Eng- 
land, was ruled an alien by the 
immigration and naturalization 
service of the department of 
justice although her father is 
a Philadelphia native (JP, Aug. 
19, ’55). Her parents have been 
told they could clear their 
daughter by taking her to Can- 
ada and obtaining a re-entry 
visa. However, they lack funds. 

Congressman Chudoff will in- 
troduce a bill at the next ses- 
sion of Congress to obtain cit- 
izenship for the little girl. The 
service has agreed to await the 
outcome of Chudoff’s legisla- 
tion. 


Loyalty Oaths 
By Churches Held 


Unconstitutional 


OAKLAND (JP) — The Cali- 
fornia state requirement that 
churches must sign a _ loyalty 
oath to qualify for tax exemp- 
tion has been ruled in violation 
of the United States Constitu- 


tion. 

The ruling was handed down 
here by Superior Judge James 
R. Agee of Alameda County in 
the case of the First Methodist 
Church of San Leandro, It held 
that the 1952 amendment to the 
state constitution and imple- 
menting legislation are in con- 
flict with the First Amend- 
ment’s guarantee of free 
speech. 

Several California churches 
have refused to sign the oath 
and have paid taxes under pro- 
test. Others signed, but con- 
demned the law. In the last 
session of the Legislature a 
measure to remove the restric- 
tion on churches was defeated 
after a stormy debate. 

Alaméda Deputy District At- 
torney Richard J. Moore said 
the decision probably would be 
appealed, but meanwhile it was 
learned that a U. S. Senate com- 
mittee, under the chairmanship 
of Senator Thomas J. Hennings, 
Democrat of Missouri, is inves- 
tigating the oath as a possible 
infringement on religious free- 
dom, 

The committee, according to 
Hennings. is looking into all re- 
ported infringements on Con- 
stitutional rights.

ISRAELI AND Egyptian jet 
fighters met over the Gaza 
frontier area Monday and ex- 
changed fire. One Egyptian 
plane was downed, according to 
Israeli accounts, 

United Nations negotiators 
were making every effort to 
bring about a cease fire. Egypt 
reportedly agreed Wednesday 
to a cease fire but Israel was 
said to hold off pending Egypt’s 
admission of responsibility for 
the current strife. 

Once the fighting is settled, 
the Near East’s attention is ex- 


pected to return to the Dulles 


program. The key point in the 








plan calls for an international 
guarantee of new Arab - Israel 
borders. The U. S. would pars 
ticipate in this guarantee through 
formal treaty obligations which 
would be subject to Senate rati- 
fication. The expectation is that 
the guarantee would be spon- 
sored by the U. N. England 
has indicated it backs Dulles’ 
program. 


DULLES ALSO proposed an 
agreement on permanent boun- 
daries between Israel and_ its 
neighbors. He suggested an ine 
ternational loan, with substan. 
tial U. S. participation to »ay 
the compensation to 900.00¢ ‘is- 
placed Arabs and a U. S. <one 
tribution to help create more 
arable land in the area \’here 
these refugees could find a bet- 
ter way of life. 

The general Israeli reaction to 
the Dulles proposal appearec to 
be one of opposition to any re- 
vision of borders as fixed in the 
armistice agreements of 1949, 
but fairly favorable considera- 
tion of the plan as regards the 
Arab refugees. However, some 
Israeli newspapers were quick 
to point out Dulles was silent on 
the question of compensation to 
Iraqi Jews who fled to Israel. 

The unofficial reaction among 
members of the Arab League 
has not been promising and it 
is uncertain whether the Arabs 
would go along, according to a 
state department official.

(JP, Nov. 19, '54). 

Neither of the _ participants 
would comment as to the 
nature of their discussions, but 
it is understood they were cen:

both groups. Also under con- 
sideration was a national beth 
din (rabbinical court) so set up 
as to be acceptable to both Or-

Rabbinical Assembly of Amer- 
ica (Conservative) and the RCA 
made no progress in bringing 
about formal negotiations be- 
tween the two groups.

ALMOST ALL day schools 
are under Orthodox auspices, A 
representative of the United 
Synagogues of -America_ told 
The Post of two schools under 
Conservative sponsorship and 
several being contemplated. No 
schools have been established 
by Reform groups, who, when 
contacted, pointed*out that they 
have now expanded their Sun- 
day school program to one, 
two, and three afternoons of 
study a week. 

New schools, both inside and 





outside of New York city, fol 
low a similar pattern of organ- 
ization. They begin with a kin- 
dergarten and, at the most, the 


first two grades and work their 


way up gradually. Most of them 
are co-educational, at least 
through the sixth grade, In 
New. York city there are also 
a comparatively large number 
of schools which cater to boys 
only and others which are ex- 
elusively for girls. 

' The rapid growth of day 
schools which has been seen 
throughout the country in the 
last decade shows all indications 
of continuing. Schools planned 
are as widely separated as Port- 
land, Ore., and Montgomery, 
Ala.

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Educator Tests, Proves Plan 
For Cheap Day School Growth

NEW YORK (JP)—A dedicated Jewish educator has tested and proved over a nine-year pe- 
riod the practicability of a plan which removes one-of the chief financial barriers to expansion of [ 
opportunities for Jewish children to receive a first-rate Jewish day school education. 

He is Hayim Abramowitz, principal of the famous Bialik Jewish school of the Flatbush Jewish 
Center in Brooklyn, which is a notable achievement under Conservative Jewish auspices for a 


number of reasons, 

One of them is that bi-cultur- 
al education, in a true fusion of 
the American and Jewish civil- 
izations, really has been 
achieved at Bialik school, 

Proof of the educational ex- 
cellence of the program was 
demonstrated in the granting of 
an absolute charter by the 
board of regents of the Univer- 
sity of the State of New York 
to the Bialik school even before 
the school’s first class was grad- 
uated last June. 


BIALIK SCHOOL officials be- 
lieve this is the first time a 
Jewish day school has been ac- 
corded such recognition so early 
in its existence, convincing evi- 
dence of the success of the 
school in developing a_ well- 
rounded English ‘curriculum 
meeting the highest standards 
of the New York public school 
system. 

Despite the fact that Conserv- 
ative Judaism has officially en- 
dorsed the day school program, 
there are not many such schools. 
The principal reason is not lack 
of pupils but the tremendous 
economic burdens of the private 
school. 

The costs of building, equip. 
ping and maintaining such 
schools are in many respects 
higher than those of public 
schools, The building itself must 
be adequate, spacious and as 
well-equipped and maintained as 
that of the public school, 

Teaching staffs must be bet- 
ter than those of public schools. 
Only a teacher with special 
training can transmit a bi-cul- 
tural education effectively. As 
with all progressive private 
Schools, such Jewish schools 
strive for the lowest possible 
ratio of class size to teacher, 
to assure special attention to 
the needs of each pupil. Special 
book requirements also boost 
costs, 


IF TUITION FEES were set 
high enough to meet these costs, 
such an education would be- 
come the exclusive portion of 
the Jewish rich, defeating a pri- 
mary goal: To provide such an 
education for all children whose 
parents desire it for them and 
who are capable of benefiting 
from it, 


if a way could be 








found to eliminate a major part 
of the financial load, more such 
schools would instantly become 
possible, 

The Bialik school is Abramo- 
witz’ demonstration of how this 
can be done. This is the second 
notable aspect of this school; it 
is the only one of its kind, rep- 
resenting a pioneering § ap- 
proach to the problem of Jew- 
ish day school costs, 

The theory is classically sim- 
pe. Here is the American Jew- 
ish community, erecting very 
substantial. new synagogue 
buildings in a remarkable reli- 
gious building boom. While 
many of these synagogues car- 
ry on a variety of programs 
which consistently make use of 
the ample facilities of these 
new buildings, perhaps as many 
do not, 


WHY NOT, THEREFORE, 
says Abramowitz, a program 
under which the Conservative 
congregation “adopts” a Jew- 
ish day school, giving it a home 
in its synagogue? 

By doing so, the congregation 
automatically would relieve sup- 
porters of the school of one of 
the single most crushing finan- 
cial burdens—the cost of erect- 
ing and maintaining a school 
building. While there are some 
renovation costs in providing 
for the special physical needs of 
children, the extra expense to 
the congregation is compara- 
tively little. 

What are the facts about the 
demand for such _ schools? 
Abramowitz replies that if ar- 
rangements could be made to 
establish such a school under 
Conservative congregational 
sponsorship in Queens, one of 
the booming Jewish areas of 
suburbia, for instance, there 
would be no difficulty whatever 
in finding pupils. Several of the 
children attending the Bialik 
school must make a 90-minute 
trip from Queens and back each 
day. 

THE NEED FOR such travel 
defeats one of the objectives of 
the day school, which is to pro- 
vide a high-level Jewish and 
general education within theg 
framework of the normal

The plan could never have 
been implemented without the 
wholehearted support of the 
congregation, Rabbi A. M. Hel- 
ler, and the men who have 
served as presidents of the Flat- 
bush Jewish Center during the 
years of congregational spon- 
sorship. 

Abramowitz says the implied 
savings of his program can be 
applied in various ways for the 
benefit of the day school, At 
the Bialik school, energies which 
would otherwise have been 
stretched to raise funds for the 
costs of the mortgage on a 
building and on its equipment 
and maintenance can be de- 
devoted to fund-raising solely 
for the operation of the school. 

IT HAS WORKED out to a 
salary level for Bialik school 
teachers well above that paid 
to teachers of Jewish day 
schools generally, as well as a 
remarkably low ratio of pupils 
per teacher and a widespread 
scholarship program. 

Abramowitz is convinced that 
this plan would work in other 
areas because, he contends, the 
success of the Bialik experi- 
ment is not a fluke dependent 
On special circumstances which 
could not be duplicated else:

Tlustrative of the religious 
activities in which Jewish boys 
in the Scouts participate is the 
religious Scout conclave held at 
a New York Scout camp at the 
end of April. 


THE PURPOSE of the con- 
clave was to demonstrate tan- 
gibly the compatibility of tradi- 
tional Judaic . observance with: 
Scouting and with participation 
in an over-night camping expe- 
rience involving the Sabbath. 

Six .units involving 75 boys, 
plus unit leaders, took part. All 
units observed the Sabbath, in- 
cluding the regulations prohib- 
iting cooking, searchlights, and 
bugle-biowing.

ASKED ABOUT emphasis in 
Jewish education, Dr. Eisenberg 
maintained that the education 
which sparks a continued inter. 
est in Jewish life and Jewish 
literature is the most desirable 
kind. Too often it does not de. 
pend on the system of educa. 
tion but on the dedication of 
the teachers and the schoo] ad- 
ministration, 

Lauding the day school move. 
ment for advancing the interest 
of the child in his studies and 
developing a eloser relationship 
between parents and teachers, 
Eisenberg credits the Ortho- 
dox with this development in 
maximal Jewish education. 

Referring to the accomplish- 
ment of the Conservative move- 
ment in changing its one-day-a- 
week schools to weekday 
schools, he said that a program 
must be constructed so that the 
parent will see the progress and 
value of education. Some par. 
ents even now are clamoring 
to go back to the Sunday 
school plan because they don’t 
see the great difference. 

One way of showing the par- 
ent the progress of the child is 
the innovation of the children’s 
library, When they see the chil- 
dren actually enjoy their mas- 
tery of the Hebrew language 
they will understand the value 
of education. These library 
books are about 40 to 50 pages 
and are circulated over the 
country by the Jewish Educa- 
tion Committee of New York. 
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MAKING RAPID STRIDES 


Adult Education Progresses 
In Importance and Emphasis

NEW YORK (JP)—Adult education, while still on a relativély small scale, is striving toward 
a goal of priority in the synagog’s program and eventually its budget, a Post survey discloses. 

Blazing the trail of adult education priority in the synagog is the Conservative movement 
which believes “that education begins at home” with those charged with directing the synagog’s 
course. It has embarked this year on.a program to instruct its lay leaders. Numerous congrega- 


tional board and committee 
meetings are now prefaced with 
an hour of Torah institute in- 
struction, usually lead by the 
rabbi. reports the National 
Academy for Adult Jewish 
Studies—the education arm of 
the United Synagogue, 

Miss Lily Edelman, executive 
secretary of the academy, told 
The. Post that on a_ general 
level the most effective tech- 
niques employed in adult educa- 
tion are those with small dis- 
cussion groups. Without dis- 
dupting these groups many con- 
gregations have moved them 
out of the temple proper into 
private homes. Thus assured 
the warmth of sociability as 
well as learning, the small study 
group method is the fastest 
growing pattern for adult edu- 
cation. 4 


PERHAPS THE most invigo- 
rating Torah study program of 
the Conservative group, which 
they initiated in 1944. is the 
weekend laymen ’s institutes 
conducted in a summer or win- 
ter retreat. This popular plan 
for instruction at leisure is a 
widely adopted, annually sched- 
uled event, employed by other 


a 





Jewish groups as well. A lay- 
men’s institute was recently 
held in Pennsylvania for the 
Young People’s League, com- 
posed of young unmarried 
adults affiliated with Conserva- 
tive synagogs. Theme was “The 
Prayer Book,” and a six-day ses- 
sion at Camp Ramah was de- 
voted to it. 


*The most exciting develop- 
ment in adult education, accord- 
ing to the academy, has been 
taking place in North and South 
Carolina where America’s first 
circuit-riding Conservative rab- 
bi, Rabbi Harold Friedman, 
travels about in a specially-fitted 
bus, teaching Judaism to little 
clusters of Jewish families in 
ten widely scattered communi- 
ties, 

At its new quarters in the 
Jewish Museum building, a 
new service has been estab- 
lished by the academy. Special 
exhibits, displays, publications 
and materials dealing with 
adult education are available to 
leaders in the field. 


ANOTHER FIRST in the 
field of adult education will be 


marked by the United Syna- 
gogue in November. As part of 
its biennial convention it will 
present a model Torah _ insti- 
tute. Special sections on adult 
education, displays, etc., will be 
presented, All adult education 
committee men, educators and 
teachers have been invited to 
attend. 

Orthodoxy is keeping in step 
with Conservativism in the 
adult education program. Ye- 
shiva university and Young Is- 
rael provide the greatest impe- 
tus in this field, but other 
groups ars also highly active. 

Yeshiva university’s new de- 
partment of community serv- 
ice, set up last year with Dr. 
Sidney Hoenig in charge, has 
been mapping programs now 
being used by Orthodox syna- 
gogs throughout the country. 
Expansion of the program is ex- 
pected this year. 

Meanwhile, Young Israel, act- 
ing independently of Yeshiva 
university, is now programming 
and supervising its 14 affil- 
iated institutions in the U.S, and 
Canada for the Fall semester, 


according to Dr. ‘prank Sturm, 
its associated director. 


IN NEW YORK, Young Is- 
rael expects to surpass last sea- 
son’s enrollment of 700, It has 


added six new courses to its 
New York institute, bringing 
the total to 30. In addition to 
“Jewish Family Living and 
Marriage” and “Psychology and 
Judaism” courses headed’ by 
Rabbi Solmon Scharfman and 
Dr. Morris Gross (a member of 
the staff of Bellevue hospital), 
a free consultation service open 
to its students will be offered. 
Another Young Israel innova- 
tion, designed for informal stu- 
dent discussions and added so- 
ciability, are the Student-Facul- 
ty teas given several times 
weekly. For the first time too, 
Young Israel will offer a course 
in Zohar, a study of mysticism, 
to be given by its director, Dr. 
Samuel Weiss. The Jewish 
Agency meanwhile will sponsor 
the entire Hebrew program. In 
association with the national 
Parent-Teachers Association 
courses for. mothers will be giv- 
en, as usual, in the afternoon. 


REFORM JEWRY. as ex- 
plained by its Commission on 
Jewish Education, “is continu- 
ing its format of last year.” 
This encompassed a large num- 
ber of courses offered with. the 
temple proper as outlined by 
the Union of: Hebrew Congre- 
gations’ special commission as- 
signed to deal with adult edu- 
cation needs, 

On an interfaith level of Re- 
form adult education is its 
Chautauqua society, This branch 
of its Federation of Men’s clubs 
continues to grow, sending its 
rabbis to college campuses, 
Christian camps and other in-

Hannibal. as we know, was a 
great Carthaginian general and 
Carthage was a Phoenician col- 
ony in North Africa which grew 
to be greater than Rome. 

Saul Tchernikhovsky, another 
great Hebrew poet, in 1921, in 
Odessa, wrote an ode to Han: 
nibal. Speaking of that great 
contest between the Semitic 
and the Aryan world powers, 
Tchernikhovsky blamed both 
the Jews and the Phoenicians: 
The great Semitic genius—Han- 
nibal—was, according to the 
ode, “a proud eagle among com- 
mon roosters—the mercenary 
Phoenicians and the unworld- 
ly Talmud-writing Jews.” For 
Hannibal failed because his own 
people failed him. 


HERE YOU HAVE the Ca- 
naanite sentiment in a nutshell. 
I say a sentiment, because that 
is all it ever was—a mood or a 
sentiment, But—remember! The 
poet who wrote those lines was 
not a native of Palestine—he 
wrote them before he settled 
in Tel Aviv. You can’t blame 
the young general in Israel for 
what Shneour and Tchernikhov 
sky wrote, 

Adolphe Gourevitch, a native 
of Kiev who taught at the Sor- 
bonne and now resides in New 
York, was the first one to at- 
tempt turning this sentiment 
into a philosophy. In an excel- 
lent article he wrote in the Re- 
visionist “Jewish World” of 


Adyah Horon, he gives the gist 
of his philosophy in the follow- 
ing passages: 

The Hebraic civilization, 
one of the grandest and old- 
est in all the lifetime of 
mankind—with its many 
phases, “patriarchal.” Ca- 
naanite, Phoenician, Judaic, 
early Christian, medieval, 
and modern, of which latter 
the new Israel is a political 
champion ... 


AND. HERE IS the Canaanite 
program: 

Unlike the New World of 
the Conquistadores, our Le- 
vant is not peopled by 
“Redskins” alone. It  con- 
tains many a tribe and’ com- 
munity who are our kith 
and kin, spiritually or other- 
wise. Some would gladly 
join with our pioneers in 
the common task of re- 
demption, and some are do- 
ing so whenever. given half 
a chance. This applies espe- 
cially to the highly civil- 
ized Maronites from Mount 
Lebanon, the offspring of 
ancient Phoenicia; and to 
the Druses, their warlike 
cousins. Some day, we 
hope, it shall. apply to oth-

Zionist idea; yet others, out of 
the resounding hollowness of 
their denatured, devitalized, de 
spirited, petrified, over-institu- 
tionalized pseudo “Zionism.”

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3 Cantorial Schools Serve

Needs of U. S. Community 





NEW YORK (JP)—Seven yearg after early efforts to form a cantorial school serving all 
branches of Judaism failed, the Jewish community supports not one but three separate institutions. 

The three schools are those of the Jewish Theological Seminary (Conservative), Yeshiva univer- 
gity (Orthodox), and the Hebrew Union college of sacred music (Reform). 

When the idea for one all-inclusive cantorial school was explored at a meeting of interested 


persons in 1945, it was decid- 
ed to let representatives of 
the -three seminaries work out 
the program, In 1946 represent- 
atives of 16 national organizat 
tions representing varying phi- 
losophies of Judaism formed 
the Society for the Advance- 
ment of Jewish Liturgical Mu- 
sic to aid in the establishment 
of a cantorial school, 

PLANS CAME TO an im- 
passe, however, when _ repre- 
sentatives of the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary and Yeshiva 
university refused to cooperate 
with the society. The society de- 
cided to start its school with 
the financial support of He- 
brew Union college alone, 

Seminary representatives ob- 
jected to cooperating because 
they felt that each religious 
group has special and unique 
needs which could not be met 
by a general school, A spokes- 
man for Yeshiva university said 
it was not interested in cooper- 
ating with the HUC or JTS. He 


took the general attitude that 
in all phases of Jewish life 
where the interests of Ortho- 





doxy are affected, Yeshiva 
would work solely within the 
framework of its own univer- 
sity. Both now have their own 
cantorial schools, 

THE LAST SCHOOL to be 
opened was Yeshiva’s which 
started last year. Its cantorial 
program takes three or four 
years, depending on the _ per- 
son’s qualifications, Besides the 
basic vocal and music history 
courses required, students must 
also study the liturgy of Jew- 
ish music, including Sabbath, 
holiday and daily prayers, plus 
home services for special oc- 
casions, At present between 25 
and 28 students are engolled. 
Naturally, it will be at least 
two more’ years until a class 
is graduated. 

The JTS’ cantorial school 
opened in . 1952. Its program 
takes from four to six years, 
depending on the ability, train- 
ing and college status of the 
aspirant, 
brew, Bible, Talmud, general 
music, Jewish music and haz- 
zanic studies,

Perhaps the most popular re- 
sort in the country is here in 
Haifa, right on .our own be- 
loved Mount Carmel, There are 
dozens of small hotels, pensions 
and rest homes which cater ex- 
clusively to the hot and weary 
Tel Avivian. Here the business- 
man, housewife or other deni- 
zen of hot Tel Aviv can relax 
under a palm tree, doze in a 
pine grove, enjoy the Carmel 
breeze, bathe in the Carmel 
beaches, less than ten minutes 
away at the foot of the moun- 
tain, or simply sit and gaze at 
the magnificent views of land, 
sea and mountain, Even those 
of us who are lucky enough to 
live here all year round con- 
tinue to appreciate our sur- 
roundings. but it also poses 
somewhat of a problem. Where 
do we go for our vacation? In- 
deed, why go anywhere, when 
everybody else in Israel seems 
to be coming here? 

FOR THE SAKE of variety, 
there are other vacation cen- 
ters as well. One is the ancient 
city of Safed, located in the 
heart of the Galilee country. 
Here can be found the charm 
of the picturesque town which 
still retains the mystic glamor 
of the miracle rabbis who lived 
here hundreds of years ago;

ture. Gradually the farms were 
neglected in favor of more bed- 
rooms and larger dining rooms. 
Quiet little Nahariah has_be- 
come a booming summer resort 
in which every other building 
is either 2 hotel, or takes in 
summer boarders. The town 
has still preserved its German 
character, and the jokes about 
Nahariah and its natives are 
legion. 

NEARBY IS Israel’s leading 
summer resort of distinction, 
the Dolphin House. The style is 
definitely that of a country 
club, but the atmosphere is na- 
tive -Israeli..There is a grand 
swimming pool set in the midst 
of a green lawn, to complement 
surf bathing; there is a riding 
club, miniature golf, cricket— 
and in the lounge I found sev- 
eral sets of Scrabbble for guests 
of leMure. This is an_ ideal 
place for tourists to rest and 
mingle with Israelis, 

Vacation business has really 

become big business. Even the 
kibbutzim have gone into it. 
Dozens of kibbutzim, instead of 
offering the free, generous hos- 
pitality of bed and board which 
were once the traditional hall- 
mark of the collective settle- 
ment, have instituted comfort- 
able rest homes, operated on a 
commercial basis. A well run 
little inn of this nature, lo- 
cated in one of the idyllic moun- 
tain retreats. of the country, 
is frequently the major source 
of income of the kibbutz oper- 
ators. One of the biggest and 
best known of these facilities is 
at Givat Brenner.» Just outside 
of Haifa, on a spur of the Car- 
mel ridge, is Moshav Nir Et- 
zion, where Rabbi Sidney 
Greenberg of Philadelphia and 
his family have been spending 
several months. Up in the Gali- 
lee mountains is Ayelet Hash- 
achar. There are many more. 
FOR .THOSE WITH special 
tastes or foibles, there are sum- 
mer resorts which offer com- 
plete vegetarian diet only. 
Headquarters of these is at 
Zichron Yaacov. 
People who work and live in 
a kibbutz also crave a change, 
and many kibbutzim maintain 
special vacation apartments on 
Mount Carmel, which are occu- 
pied by their members, in rota- 
tion, during the summer 
months.

Institute to Study 
Israel, Zionism 
To Open In Fall 


NEW YORK (JP)—An_insti- 
tute devoted to the study of Is- 
rael and Zionism will be opened 
in the fall by the Theodore 
Herzl Foundation.

For the children, summer day 


—at home! 
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A recent issue of the Ladies 
Home Journal told of a project 
in Cold Spring Harbor, N.Y., an 
experiment in education which 
featured a _ series of courses 
open to men and women 60 
years of age and over. 

It may be a new idea in this 
civilization, that of older folk 
finding satisfaction in contin- 
uing their education, but it was 
ever the norm in Jewish life. At 
least for the men, Women‘ had 
their own peculiar satisfactions 
fin life. From early childhood 
until old age their life had its 
clear purpose; they seldom had 
occasion as the years accumu- 
lated to feel unneeded or su- 
perfluous, what ‘with their end- 
less small daily tasks in the 
home, the many children they 
bore, with the awareness each 
time of a new life quickening 
within them and later the many 
months of a precious, demand- 
ing infant at their breast (they 
didn’t go in for bottles or a 
three-month limit on the breast 
in those days). And even as 
mama grew older and married 
off her young, her knowledge 
of being needed was not les- 
sened as she assumed the role 
of matriarch of hef clan. Then 
too she often earned the living 
for the family. 


ALL OF WHICH gave her 
few moments to ponder her 
purpose on this earth, But papa 
was different. And wisely, it 
appears to us, his problem was 
nicely solved by the tradition 
of study. As far back as bibli- 
cal times all the way down to 
the modern era, man was ex- 
pected to continue with his 
learning, A few quotes which 
I find handy in the booklet “In- 
vitation to Jewish Learning,” 
put out by B’nai B’rith’s Adult 
Jewish Education department 
draw the lines out distinctly for 
us: 

Hillel: “He who does not in- 
crease his knowledge, decreases 
it’ and “Neither say, when I 
have leisure I will study; per- 
chance thou wilt have no lei- 
sure.” 

And back in the Proverbs: 
“Happy is the man that findeth 
wisdom, and the man that ob- 
taineth understanding . a 
Maimonides: “Every Israelite 
is under the obligation to study 
Torah, whether he is poor or 
rich, healthy or sick, young or 
old and feeble.” And again: 
“How long is a person required 
to study Torah? Till the day of 
his death.” 


MENAHOT 99 b: The obliga- 
tion to study the Torah is not

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like a debt. which a man can 
discharge by paying a fixed 
amount and be done with it; it 
is an abiding duty from which 
no one has authority to release 
himself.” 

Ben Bagag Abot 5:29: “Turn 
it (the Torah) and turn it over 
again for everything 1s in it, 
and contemplate it, and wax 
grey and old over it, and stir 
not from it, for thou canst have 
no better rule than this.” 

And close to our da¥ Ahad 
Ha-Am: “But learning — learn- 
ing — learning, that is the se- 
cret of Jewish survival.” 

All these were not just mere 
words, exhorting man to do bet- 
ter. They describe actual condi- 
tions. In “Life is With Peo- 
ple,” our reference book on 
American Jewry’s immediate 
past, a whole chapter is de- 
voted to the subject of study 
and is called “From the Khey- 
der to the Grave” which spells 
it out again. (Kheder began for 
the young man at age three to 
five.) 

“*‘LEARNING’ has a begin- 
ning,” we read tpage 88), “but 
no end for ‘The Torah has no 
| bottom’.” 

And further (page 11) “Each 
man goes at his own pace, con- 
centrating on the area most 
congenial to him. Each is equal- 
ly proud of the fact that he is 
studying . . . The study of the 
Holy Books may be interrupted 
or may diminish in intensity, 
but it never stops. No matter 
how long a man lives. he can 
continue to explore new won- 
ders in the limitless intricacies 
‘and. vistas of the Law... Not 
every Jew in the shtetl is a 
scholar or even a learned man, 
but intellectual achievement is 
the universally accepted goal 
... The program of book learne- 
ing, from the kheder to the 
grave, has been for centuries 
the traditional pattern of the 


shtetl tested but never 
broken by infiltration and. bom- 
bardment from without . .. the

United States may or may not persuade 
us that there is a boom in Jewish edu- 
cation today, but a comparison of the 
status of Jewish education in 1955 as 
compared with 1925 or 1935 reveals 
more than modest progress.

But it must be obvious that the pres- 
ent shortage of teachers will continue to 
be aggravated for the next few-years un- 
til the rising status of the Hebrew teach- 
er persuades more young people to choose 
Hebrew teaching as a profession. 

There seems to be little alternative. 

The proper Israeli teacher can make 
Hebrew live and give his pupils an ex- 
citing time. The youngsters will learn 
their Hebrew and learn ‘to love Israel 
as well.

WHY MINIMIZE SOLEL BONEH 
ASKS POST CORRESPONDENT 


® Editor, Jewish Post: 

I received the July 1 edition 
of The Jewish Post by surface 
mail in the middle of August, 
and would like to reply to the 
letter of Yehudi Levit, of Israel’s 
consulate general in New York. 

It’s true that most foreign in- 
vestors in Israel are successful 
to the mutual benefit of the in- 
vestors and the Staté of Israel. 
The case of Al Epstein (May 20, 
55), the American industrialist 
who has closed his factory in 
Israel, may be an exception. But 
I should like to point out that 
not the undersigned spoke about 
the “unfair competition of Solel 
Boneh” being the cause of Ep- 
Stein’s failure, but Epstein him- 
Self said it in the course of a 
Press conference in Tel Aviv. The 
allegation has not been denied 
here in Israel. 

I would like to correct one im- 
portant detail which I found in 
Levit’s letter, the assertion that 
Solel Boneh participates in no 
More than 25 per cent of Israel’s 
building business. 

This is a serious underesti- 
Mate. It is not only incorrect, 
but also an offense against one 
of the most constructive and pi- 
Meering enterprises of Israel: 
Only a few months ago, a book- 

issued by the executive com- 


mittee of the Histadrut said on 
page 19 that “Solel Boneh is the 
largest firm in building con- 
struction in Israel , . .” Another 
official edition of the Histadrut 
executive committee, Co-opera- 
tion in Israel, by Noah Malkosh, 
states on p. 38 that “the leading 
contractor for the execution of 
housing and building in Israel 
is Solel Boneh ...It is the 
strongest single instrument of 
building in Israel.” 

Davar (Sept. 21, ’54) pub- 
ished a report of. Solel Boneh’s 
activity, presented by its direc- 
tor general, Hillel Dan, accord- 
ing to which the company’s last 
financial turnover reached the 
sum of 120 million Israel pounds. 
In 1953-54 it built over 99,000 
housing units, while other build- 
ing and public works—roads, air- 
fields, drainage, etc.—expanded 
over an area of 6 million square 
yards. . 

An announcement. by Solel 
Boneh which appeared in Israel 
and the Middle East (No, 1-3, 
1955, p. 72) states that “Solel 
Boneh is responsible for the ma- 
jor part of the public schemes, 
commercial and industrial build- 
ing, as well as housing projects 
in * Psrael.” 

The economic editor of The Je- 
rusalem Post (June 29, ’54) 


about 40 per cent of the coun- 
try’s total residential building 
and ... now, too, its share in 
building business has declined 
from 50 per cent to 40...” A fig- 
ure which is much more than 25 
per cent! 

There is no need to dwell upon 
various other aspects of Solel 
Boneh’s activity. Simcha Golan, 
one of the company’s directors, 
is against the system of tenders 
in Israel, and said that, for ex- 
ample, “In the Negev we have 
worked without tenders.” Per- 
haps he is right, because no oth- 
er company in Israel can com- 
pete with Solel Boneh’s experi- 
ence, machinery and highly 
skilled manpower. Finally, lét’s 
recall the opinion of Bruce Mc- 
Daniel, former chief of the 
United States Operations Mis- 
sion in Israel, who said “With- 
out the Histadrut (to which So- 
lel Boneh belongs) the State of 
Israel would never come into ex- 
istence.” 

Why, then minimize the role 
and activity of Solel Boneh?

I LIKE THE IDEA of the 
Jewish Readers Digest which a

This is the kind of develop- 
ment which is important to: the 
future of the American Jewish 
community. 

It is vital that these new ven- 
tures in Jewish publications be 
independent. 

Otherwise they hardly can be 
successful, and where they are, 
because they represent one view- 
point, whether purposely or 
not they “will be_ influencing 
the American Jewish commu- 
nity to that viewpoint with 
funds raised from the Jewish 
publie at large. 

When several years ago the 
American Jewish Committee ap- 
pointed a committee to study 
the feasibility’ of publishing a 
national weekly Anglo-Jewish 
newspaper, we protested. Not 
only because this meant compe- 
tition with existing Anglo-Jew- 
ish weeklies, including our- 
selves, but because this meant 
that public funds would be ex- 
pended to launch a periodical 
that would seek to sway the 
Jewish community to one point 
of view. 


THAT IS WHY we opposed 
the same suggestion when it 
was made some months ago by 
responsible leaders of B'nai 
B'rith. 

Now we learn that the B'nai 
B'rith will transform the Na- 
tional Jewish Monthly into a 
fortnigktly tabloid. 

We're inclined to view this de- 
velopment with suspicion also. 

Many questions present them- 
selves. 

Will the publication take a po- 
sition on the National Commu- 
nity Relations Advisory Coun- 
cil, which the B’nai B'rith Anti- 
Defamation League bolted sev- 
eral years ago. Will it express 
views on the Joint Consultative 
Conference recently convened in 
Europe by the American Jew- 
ish Committee, its fund-raising 
partner in the Joint Defense 
Appeal?
